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Why Not Call It $100 Billion? 


By the time Congress had doctored up 
President Johnson’s budget for the fiscal 
year that starts next July I, it will be 
more than $100 billion. 
The wallop of the budget as submitted 
Is that its total was kept a shade under 
HOO billion — at $99.7, representing the 
Johnson 
administration's 
psychological 
strategy of budgeteering. 
Budgeteering 
is 
the mystic 
art of 
making the public believe what it wants 
to believe about public finances. It is prac- 
ticed in every state of the Union, ac­ 
cording to the prevailing state of mind. 
Most of us want to think our govern­ 
ment. local, state and federal, is going 
to give us everything we have been led 
lo think we need at no increase in taxes 
and preferably at cut prices. 
This has given rise to one of the basic 
axioms of practical politics—oppose all 
tax increases and vote in favor of all 
public handouts. 
. 
What the federal government is doing 
Isn’t quite that cynical, but it’s the same 
general idea. 


IT IS ADVOCATING a steady rise in 
federal spending accompanied by a steady 
decline in federal taxing. The resultant 
deficit, which once would have been con­ 
sidered an admission of financial failure, 
now is taken for granted. 
It is there No one hides It. Some say 
It will go away eventually, provided the 
federal budget is kept under control, mean­ 
ing under $100 billion 
But if the choice is between getting rid 
of a deficit of something like $5 and $6 
billion and reducing taxes, tax reduction 
will get the nod. 
And if the choice is between reducing 
the national debt, now estimated to reach 
$316 billion by June 30, and giving the 
people what they think they want, the 
people will get what they think they want. 
This Is the way it’s being done. The 
method is not copyrighted by Democrats. 
It is equally popular with Republicans. It 
represents the manifest will of the sov­ 
ereign people. 
They do not believe they exist to serve 
the state, all high-flown resolutions to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 
They think the state exists to give them 
what they expect from a good society. 


THOSE WHO WANT their prosperity 


tempered by prudence — and many do— 
feel sure in their hearts that President 
Johnson wants to hold down the spend­ 
ing rate relative to population growth 
and increases in gross national product. 
They have confidence in his intentions. 
They have paid particular attention to 
Defense Secretary McNamara’s hard line- 
holding on defense spending; they find it 
reassuring. 
They are confident that the present and 
future treasury secretaries will continue 
to give the White House sound advice; 
they trust their judgment. 
They are reassured because President 
Johnson has revealed in his budget mes­ 
sage what they previously had surmised. 
He has no intention of presenting the bill 
for the “ great society” in a lump-sum 
form. It’s going to be done on the easy- 
payment plan—a few billions down and a 
few billions extra a year from now till 
eternity. 
This is the welfare state. It’s here to 
stay, which is a transcendent fact not 
only of politics but of public finance. 


More Figures 


Another cautionary note to the younger 
drivers. With 10-month figures now offi­ 
cially tabulated, teen-age motorists con­ 
tinue to be involved in nearly one out of 
every four of Ohio’s traffic accidents. 
The report comes from Warren C. Nel­ 
son, director of the Ohio Department ai 
Highway Safety. 
Of the 50.632 accidents reported in rur­ 
al areas, 13,093, or 25 9 per cent, involved 
teen-agers, while of the $1,191 
urban 
crashes, 19.060, or 201 per cent, involved 
the younger drivers. 
There were 141.823 accidents recorded 
for the first IO months of 1964 and of 
these 32,153. or 22.7 per cent, involved 
teen-agers. Nelson said. 
Curiously enough, the smaller the com­ 
munity, the larger percentage of teen­ 
agers involved, the report showed. 
By bringing these figures to your atten­ 
tion. it is not our intention to be “pick­ 
ing” on you. Rather, the hope is that they 
will serve as another reminder of the 
need for care on the highways. 
You youngsters are the leaders of the 
future and we want you to be around to 
carry on.

The President frankly admits 
that he sees ahead a “leveling- 
off in defense expenditures.” He 
says that outlays for defense 
will “constitute a declining por­ 
tion of our expanding annual 
gross national product.” 
He recommends that over the 
next several years—barring “ a 
significant change” in the inter­ 
national situation—approximate­ 
ly the same amount of dollars 
should be spent annually for 
our national defense as is being 
appropriated today. 
He predicts that then “an 
ever-larger share of our expand­ 
ing national wealth will be free 
to meet other vital needs, both 
public and private.” 


WHO IS to be the judge of 
whether the defense program is 
adequate and whether it can be 
measured primarily by the de­ 
sire to spend more money on 
the Great Society? 
Some of the lop men in Ameri­ 
ca's military establishment do 
not believe that such a rigid rule 
can be applied to defense ex­ 
penditures. They do not wish to 
leave a single stone unturned to 
obtain the most efficient arma­ 
ment that scientific minds can 
develop. Nor do they agree that, 
because America has a super­ 
iority in military power today, 
this will continue in the next 
several years. 
On the contrary, militarv men 
concede that, unless the Soviets 
reveal their secret plans—which 
is 
most 
unlikely—the 
United 
States cannot take for granted 
that it will continue to main­ 
tain superiority. 
In fact, there is a distinct 
undercurrent 
of 
apprehension 
concerning the clandestine tests 
being conducted by the Soviets 
which may have a great deal 
to do with the increased effec­ 
tiveness of their apparatus in 
the future and perhaps reduce 
the strength of America's de­ 
fense against some categories of 
weapons. 
There is a feeling that the 
manned bomber should be mod­ 
ernized and further developed 
because it is not vulnerable to 
certain enemy operations which 
can be conducted against our 
missiles.

Odd Facts 


Two brothers. Jacques Etienne and Jo­

Gen Thomas S. Power, who

Strategic Air Command, says 
that the United States now “ has 
more weapons than there are 
worthwhile targets." 
He adds, however, that “there 
is a fundamental and basic dif­ 
ference between a weapon in a 
stockpile and a delivered weap­ 
on,” and that “only a small 
percentage 
of 
weapons 
ever 
reach an enemy target.” 
Military men generally are 
not happy about what they con­ 
sider to be an arbitrary reduc­ 
tion in expenditures for military 
needs. They feel that military 
spending should not be condi­ 
tioned upon or related to the 
size of welfare 
expenditures, 
particularly 
w h e n the issue 
could involve survival itself. 
As the late Winston Churchill, 
in his first broadcast as prime 
minister, said to the British peo­ 
ple on May 19. 1940: “The inter­ 
ests of property, the hours of

honor, for right and freedom,

Space To Spare 


Patagonia has lots of wide­ 
open space, a surplus of wind 
and millions of sheep — but few 
people. 
For half a century. Argentine 
leaders have vainly exhorted 
their young countrymen to go 
south. With 28 per cent of the 
national 
territory. 
Patagonia 
holds only a half-million people. 
or 2 5 per cent of Argentina’s 
total, the National Geographic 
Society says. 
Much of the vast southern re­ 
gion is chilly desert w h e r e 
stormy winds constantly blow 
and a haze of dust hangs in the 
air. “The wind is so strong." a 
Patagonian sheep rancher said, 
“ that we put our windmills in 
the cellar." Most of the wind­ 
mills are. in fact, mounted on

the taxpayer, if he has interest 
and energy enough, can trudge 
through that wilderness called 
the President’s budget 
This is the one area of govern­ 
ment above all where the tax­ 
payer. who has to foot the bill, 
can understand the least even 
though it s all laid out for him in 
a huge volume full of vast detail 
and dollar signs. 
President Johnson presented 
his budget Monday — saying it 
will cost $99.7 billion to run the 
government 
another 
year 
— 
after working on it for months 
to 
keep 
expected 
spending 
down, particularly below $100 
billion. 
To show how much of an 
economizer he is, he said gov­ 
ernment departments and agen­ 
cies asked for a bottom figure 
of $108 5 billion. But how are 
you going to tell whether the 
$99 7 billion he asked is too 
much or too little? 
You may have very strong 
opinions about the principle of 
foreign aid or federal aid to ed­ 
ucation or medical care for the 
aged but here you can base 
opinion on social attitudes or 
unexamined prejudices. 
But you don’t have the com­ 
fort of prejudice in examining 
the arithmetic of the budget. 
You don't know enough about 
what you’re looking at. 
The budget, a bunch of figures 
covering every facet of govern­ 
ment. is put together by people 
who are supposed to know the 
most about the problems the 
money is intended to solve: the 
heads of departments and agen­ 
cies. 
An outsider may shudder at 
the size of Johnson's $99.7-bii- 
lion request or, at this time of 
growing population and rising 
needs, feel Johnson was a magi­ 
cian in keeping costs below $100 
billion at all. 
But either conclusion is an 
opinion without true knowledge. 
For how, for instance, can an 
outsider know whether the $49 
billion Johnson asked for de­ 


fense, with all that involves, is 
too ample or too thin’ 
The politicians are no help As 
was expected, they sound like a 
re-run of themselves from last 
year and the year before since 
their reactions are predictable, 
depending on the party of the 
one doing the talking. 
The Republicans were cus­ 
tomarily critical Monday, par­ 
ticularly of what they called 
“ bookkeeping 
manipulation.” 
and they complained about the 
“same old sleight of hand.” 
The Democrats were kinder, 
naturally, and to nobody's sur­ 
prise 
the 
House 
Democratic 
leader. Carl Albert of Oklaho­ 
ma. said that by every realistic 
test the budget is fiscally sound 
beyond any doubt. 
But this hardly came under 
the heading of news since Al­ 
bert. as the Democrats’ House 
captain, has to work hand-in- 
glove with Johnson all year.

ANSWER: From what the astronomers and scientists say, 
it seems there could be life on Mars Mars is known to have 
an atmosphere, although it has less oxygen and water than 
our own. However, Mars does seem to have some water, for 
the white polar caps which grow larger in winter and smaller 
in summer are regarded as being ice or snow. There are 
blue green spaces on the planet which grow stronger with one 
season and lighter with another. This is the way plants act, 
so many experts think there is some kind of plant life on 
Mars, even though it may be only humble vegetation such 
as moss. The strange straight lines on this planet's surface 
have been thought by many to be man-made canals, but most 
scientists seem to doubt this. considering them to be some 
kind of natural feature, perhaps rivers. Earth's atmosphere is 
thick enough to protect from too much sun and also to hold 
some warmth during the night. The thin Martian atmosphere 
cannot do this. The nights would be so extremely cold that 
men could probably not exist, even if some simple plants 
might be able to live.

Archbishop Of Baltimore 
Among 27 New Cardinals 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
Paul VI named 27 new Roman 
Catholic candinata Monday, kv 
eluding three from Communist 
lands and one from the United 
States. 
This raised the membership 
of the sacred college to 103, the 
largest in history. 
Archbishop Lawrence Joseph 
Shehan of Baltimore, Md., was 
the only U.S. prelate among the 
new cardinals, the first named 
by Pope Paul since he became 
pontiff in June 1963. 
They will formally be elevat­ 
ed to the purple at a consistory 
Feb. 22. 
Pope Paul's nominations were 
In line with policies that have 
become evident in his reign. 
He has opened a dialogue with 
Communist countries while con­ 
tinuing to denounce Marxist 
ideology. Today he named the 
first three Roman Catholic car-j 
din als from Communist coun-1 
tries since a 1953 consistory held 
by Pope Pius XII. 
One of the nominations — of 
Josef Beran of Prague. Czechos­ 
lovakia — was a clear challenge 
Ie Red officials who have re­ 
stricted his activities. 
Other new cardinals included 
Maurice Roy, 
archbishop of 
Quebec, Canada; Fran jo Seper, 


archbishop of Zagreb, Yugoslav­ 
ia; and Josef Slipyi, archbishop 
of Lvov, Poland, and primate of 
Ukrainian Catholics. 
The late consistory for the 
creation of cardinals was held 
on March 19, 1962, when Pope 
John XXIII elevated IO men to 
the sacred college and brought 
its membership to 67, the larg 
est in history. 
Since then ll cardinals have 
died. 
The elevation of Archbishop 
Shehan gives the United States 
six members of the College of 
Cardinals. Baltimore is the old 
est Roman Catholic Diocese in 
the United States. 
The other American members 
are Francis Spellman of New 
York. James F. McIntyre of Los 
Angeles, Richard J. Cushing of 
Boston, Albert G. Meyer of Chi 
cago and Joseph E. Ritter of St 
Louis. 
Pope Paul's nominations re­ 
flected two aspects of his reign 
: — interest toward Catholics who 
live among the Orthodox of the 
East, and concern toward Ro­ 
man Catholics in Communist 
lands. 
His nomination of the three 
patriarchs was clearly a move 
to honor the Catholics of the 
East.
